SALT ron OHEEN WORMS ON cAnti.v 


A correspondent writes; "Last Fall .-. 


green looking worm ate up most of tho late 
cabbages in Central Ohio. It was a rare 
thing that a patch escaped. 
Visiting a 


friend, I noticed they had tho finest kind of 
cabbage heads. Upon being asked bow it 
came that they had such nice cabbages, 
while other folks' were all destroyed by 
worms, the lady replied that she noticed tho 
worms were eating theirs, and took common 
table salt and sprinkled them quite freely; 
that it seemed to rust or burn tho plants a 
little at first, but the worm quit at once, the 
cabbage soon recovered, and made tho best 
crop they had had for leu years. I deter- 
mined to learn a litlle from this good house- 
wife, 


HALT. 


A Maine farmer put on six bushels of salt 


to the acre, and harrowed in before sowing 
grain and grass seed. He Bays: "That is 
the secret why I get so much hay. I have 
used salt many years on corn, putting it on 
the hill before hoeing, as we do ashes. 
Upon one piece I put ashes ou one-third, on 
one-third plaster and on.tho other third salt, 
and tho salted portion was decidedly tho 
beat. I broke up two thirds of an acre of 
poor laud, and, not having any common 
stable manure to put on it, I sowed, after 
harrowing over once, eight bushels of salt, 
and harrowed it in and planted potatoes and 
peas. They came up ns strong and grew as 
rank as they would have douo had there 
been an extra coat of dressing plowed in." 
That seems to sound as if there was some 
decided benefit from tho application of salt. 


LOOK OVi:i: TUK MOWINGS. 


Now, before tho grass is any higher, is the 


best time ono. can have to go overall the 
mowing fields,aud pick up overv loose stouo 
that may be iu the way of tho scythe or the 
mowing machine. 
If there are many, it 


would bo better to take a tooni and carry 
them off at once, than lo throw them iu 
heaps to remaiu, no one knows how long, a 
source of vexation to the driver of the mow- 
er, tedder.or horse rake. This old fashioned 


aud just before rolling tho land. 
If all the 


largo ones aro carted off, tho rollers will 
crush tho small ones into the soil out of tho 
way. A few however may work up under 
tho teeth of tho horse rake, and it is these 
we particularly refer to now.

sugar as lightly as possible; flavor them with 
any essence you please. Lay them off on 
whito paper, tho shape of au egg, sift flnely- 
powdercd loaf sugar ou them, and blow off 
nil that does not stick.

board iu a very slow oven; when of a pale 
brown thoy aro dnue; lake them oft the 
paper, beat in Iho soft unrlor part with a 
spoon, to form a hollow.

bers; every four days take the sirup from 
them aud enrich it with more sugar; do BO 
three or four times, but lot your sirup bo 
quite cold before you put it to tie cucum- 
bers; every large cucumber should bo split,' 
and tho pulp taken out; lemon peel cut into 
slices is a very great improvement. 


WALNUT C'ATSLT.—Mr. Itobiusou, in his 


word entitled "Tho 
Whole Art of Curing, 


Pickling and Smoking Moat and Fish,1'1 
strongly recommends the following recipe 
for walnut catsup : "When walnuts aro full 
ripe aud ready for eating, lake tho green 
outside shells, put them into a jar with ns 
much strong vinegar (cold) as will perfectly 
cover them ; and tie them up securely for 
twelve months. Then strain them and press 
tho juice out through a sieve, aud for every 
gallon of liquor take—anchovies, chopped 
small, six ounces : three heads of garlic 
peeled ; Jamaica popper, one ounce ; mace' 
three quarters of nn ounce ; black pepper 
ono ounce ; ginger, sliced, one ounce ; port 
wine loes, ono quart. Let Ihe calsup boil up, 
aud then simmer ton nilmitea, skim it well 
and put it away for twenty four hours; then 
boil it until reduced one half. 
When cold 


holtlc it for storo,nnd cork and wax it well.''1

Though scarcli wns made throughout tho 


night in tho ruins of the building on Wash- 
ington street, no more bodies have been dis- 
covered. The totnl of tho casualties is :: 
dead, i! seriously ill, and 22 slightly wound- 
ed. 


Several other persons, who refused to give 


their names, or who started for their homes 
undoubtedly subsequent to the explosion 
are known to have been more or less in- 
jured. Of those severely injured, Acker- 
man is the only ono that may not recover. 
The losses by the eiplosion will bo mate- 
rially reduced from the early estimates, and 
will probably not exceed §00,000, divided 
among the -various occupants of tho build- 
ing and neighboring stores. 


The cause of the explosion is yet unex- 


plained. Coroner Foyo has been directed to 
summon a jury, and make a thorough inves- 
tigation into the circumstances attending 
the explosion, and tho death of the persons 
killed, one of whom will be selected as tho 
subject of tho inquest. The sceno of tho 
disaster has been the centre of attraotiou for 
thousands today, but Washington street is 
now open to travel, notwithstanding thp 
immense mass of debris precipitated into

mass of tho people iu tho body of tho church 
escaped, the total audience being some tjavon 
hundred, but ou the stnirn-ay lending from 
tho gallery, tho pooplo wero packed in a 
dense mass, struggling for escape. 
As the 


flames rushed toward them, many leaped to 
the floor beneath and wero trampled to 
death. 


Tho gallery skirted both sides of tho build- 


ing, with ono entrance from tho front. Tho 
scene was fearful in tho extreme during tho 
little while it lasted, for tho whole was over 
iu twenty minutes. Besides tho sixty sis 
dead there oro enough fatally wounded to 
carry tlio total loss of life up to seventy five. 


Tho priest's house, which joins the church 


on the rear, was also burned. Tho inquest wil 
be hold tomorrow at!) A. M. The IOSH on 
the church is total, but is small, being an old 
structure, while there is $100 insurance on 
itjWilhSl,()(}{) on tho priest's house. 


Further FnrUciUars. 


On tho stairway leading from tho gallery 


tho people were packed in a solid mass, 
struggling to clear themselves as tho flames 
rushed towards them, and this soon became 
blocked and rendered exit impossible, and 
many jumped over the sides of tho galleries 
on tho crowd beneath, and many 
were 


trampled on and killed. 


The priest's residence joins the church on 


tho rear, and many escaped through tho 
entrance leading to the house back of tho 
altar. The priest's exertions to keep order 
wero fruitless. Tho screams of the living 
aud tho moans of tho dying made n deafen- 
ing tumult above the orders of the pastor, 
who worked most heroically rtnd was per- 
sonally instrumental in saving runny lives. 


One family of four woro m tho church 


nnd all woro killed. Many were pulled out 
by tho arms nnd feet, so badly burned -that 
they lived but n few hours, tho flesh peeling 
off on being touched. Some wero taken out 
with scarcely nny flesh remaining ou their 
bones. 


Tho Sisters of Mercy, from tho convent, 


v76ro soon on hand caring for tho wotmded 
and holding services over tho dying, while 
Father Dufresno also held many services 
over tho dying. His mother was among 
those terribly burned. Father Dnfresno lost 
most everything iu his residence, so rapidly 
was the building consumed, it being as dry 
as tinder. 


Tho largo wooden tenement block of 


Joseph Prow, near the burned chxirch, was 
thrown open for the reception of tho dead 


• and wounded and several deaths occurred in 


this building during tho night.. Several 
wero also taken to tho Now York Mills 
boarding house nnd the physicians gavo tho 
wonnded tho boot of medical care. Those 
who wero too badly burned to recover, wero 
put under the effects of morphine nnd died 
without n struggle. 


While tho exercises were being held over 


tho dying, tho most intsaso quiet prevailed 
and the rough laborers kuelt upon tho floor 
with uncovered heads; but about the morgue 
and in the streets tho wailing or tho multi- 
tudes was pitiful to hear.

Kir, he threatened

Mr. Lincoln looked at him, 


and then at me, and stooping his tall, spare 
form towards the officer, said to him in a 
loud stngo whisper, easily heard for KOUIO 
yards around: "\VoJl, if I were you, nnd he 
threatened to shoot, I would not trust him, 
for I believe be would doit." Tho officer 
timed about aud disappeared, and tho men 
laughed at him. 
Koon the carriage drove 


ou, and,as we descended thohill, I explained 
tie fncta to tha President, who answered:
